THE COMMISSION 


W HILE THE APPOINTMENT BY Gov¬ 
ernments of commissions to inquire into sub¬ 
jects of public concern is a common practice every¬ 
where, there is something decidedly hovel in the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding the, group of prominent busi¬ 
ness leaders who have been authorized by the pro¬ 
vincial executive to investigate the financial conditions 
of the province. This appointment has been made 
from pressure upon the government by leading men 
of business and industry altogether outside the orbit 
of party politics, whose recommendation on the very 
face of it must imply lack of confidence in the capacity 
or inclination of the government to pursue such poli¬ 
cies as the present emergent conditions require. 

Whether the government has acted wisely or 
otherwise in giving way to that pressure remains to 
be seen. It is responsible to the electors of the prov¬ 
ince for the administration of their affairs, it must 
answer to that tribunal for its record, and Premier 
Tolmie has made it plain that neither directly nor 
indirectly can the Appointment of the commission be 
regarded as aify concession from the government's 
position of responsibility, nor does it imply that the 
government is bound to adopt any recommendation 
the commission may make. 

The commission, which is composed of able, 
honest and experienced men of business, has on its 
hands a most formidable task. It must be more than 
an information collection agency; it must show the 
government how it can conduct the affairs of the 
province to better advantage than they are being con¬ 
ducted now in their relation to the general public 
welfare. This implies very comprehensive, detailed 
study, for government ir a complex thing, with 
labyrmthian ramifications, and its relationship with 
straight business is merely an incidental feature of it 
Moreover, the commission will be expected to explore 
fold* un.toucbed by. the members oL the. .Legislature* 
some of whom* notably Mr. Pattullo and Mr. Man- 
son. have had administrative experience covering many 
years, and who long ago discovered, as big business 
leaders in Britain and the United States discovered 
during the war. that government was fundamentally 
not a business at all but a reflection of the conflictmg 
desires, aspirations and interests of the electors. Those 
electors in British Columbia in 1928 wanted a

The primary duty of government is lo promote 
■he belt interests of the public as a whole, and that 
public has already been ipade familiar with certain 
shortcomings of the present administration in this prov¬ 
ince. For example, the government has been extrava¬ 
gant. It has overloaded some of the public services. 
It has borrowed too much. It has had large deficits 
and therefore has had to increase taxation lo an un¬ 
precedented degree. The public blows all of these 
things, since they and other deficiencies have been 
brought out by members of the opposition, who, by 
the way, by special training and experience are 
apecially competent to bring them out. and they have 
been broadcast in the public press and from the pub¬ 
lic platform. It will be unnecessary, therefore, for the 
commission of inquiry to traverse that ground: it will 
have to plough new fields, otherwise its activities will 
be but a waste of time. 

The commission's recommendations, like those of 
the May commission upon which it is modeled, natur¬ 
ally will have to be drastic, but also like those of the 
May commission, not so drastic in the interests of busi¬ 
ness as to disregard those innumerable other interests of 
the public—the dominant factor by the way—which 
are concerned with a multitude of considerations 
besides those of business. The May commission, wt 
recall, recommended measures which even the National 
Government in Great Britain has not dared to carry 
out. For instance, suppose our commission recom¬ 
mended that the southern section of the P.G.E. should 
be scrapped, would thy Vancouver Board of . Trade 
approve of the recommendation? No doubt, there are 
many other public works in this province the mainte¬ 
nance and operation of which are not in the ml ere its 
of the public as a whole, although they may be in the 
interests of some populous centres of the province. Some 
of our highways and bridges should be closed down— 
highways, bridges and other public works, by the way. 
which were recommended by the various Boards of 
Trade of British Columbia. A May commission would 
recommend that these be written off. Indeed the 
commission's report would not be complete if it did 
not indict a large and influential section of the public 
for literally forcing the government into extravagant 
outlays, for which that same public now must pay. 

The Times has been one of the most persistent 
critics of the present administration in thia province, 
and it appreciates the motives of public interest which 
have inspired our leaders of business and industry to 
presa for this commission. Likewise, it has every con¬ 
fidence in the competence and integrity of those who 
will compose the commission. But it doubts if this 
body will be able to disclose any information which 
already has not been disclosed in the Legislature, or 
even make any recommendations which already have 
not been made by opposition leaders in the House 
and critics outside that institution. Finally, it is well 
to bear in mind that it takes longer to learn how to 
govern than it does to leant how to run any other 
big establishment, and that failure to understand the 
distinction between the two often produces violent 
domestic upheavals.

Lscoste has been training regularly 
at the Sporting Club of Paris, but 
when questioned If be will play ln 
the challenge round he docs not sretn 
decided and generally answers "No." 
It la therefore more than probable that 
he will not be aeen ln July at the 
Roland Garres. 

Without Lacoate and Borotra wbo 
could defend Pranoe with any hope of 
victory. No one. Though France thinks 
the same of Marcel Bernard and Andre 
Merlin as W. T. Tllden thinks of Ells¬ 
worth Vines both would certainly be 
crushed by the American champion, 
for they lack the experience and 
physical strength which is so vital in 
championship play. Even F. FVret sml 
C. Bo uaa us are not thought to get 
France any further with people like 
Perry. Austin and Shields in the field. 

Borotra has thrown France into a 
quandry. French lawn tennis, as far 
as championships are concerned, de¬ 
pends upon one man—CoChet. In 
1931 he did not take part ln the In¬ 
ternational championships of France, 
waa eliminated In the Drat round at 
Wimbledon, but ln the challenge round 
It waa due to his wonderful perform¬ 
ance that ftance kept the trophy. His 
training this Wt winter, however, has 
been negligible and he haa made up 
his mind to be ln perfect form tor 
only three days of the challenge round. 
To be In perfect form for only three 
days ln the year should perhaps seem 
normal for a genius like Cochet. but 
it la enough to throw Into panic more 
normal enthusiasts who are at this 
time, talking of the prospects in fear. 

But ir Cochet la ln perfect condition 
two of the four singles will be assured 
at the time of the challenge round 
to France but since the two other 
singles will be lost lf Lacoste and 
Borotra are. advent the result will de¬ 
pend on tfie doubles. 

Which team will be delegated to 
represent France In the doubles? A re¬ 
cent inquiry of a French newspaper 
has shown that the general opinion 
la very definitely In favor of the 
Cochet-Brugnon formation. In 1930 
and 1931 Brugnon produced a great 
game during the doubles foe the cup 
and Cochet Is accustomed to him as a 
partner The only drawback Is th# 
weaknees of Brugnon's overhead. How¬ 
ever, neither against Van Ryn-AIliaon 
in 1930 nor against Hughes-Kingsley 
in 1931 did this weakness give the 
victory to the opponents. In 1927 
Brugnon was extremely worried by 
Tilden's lobs but fortunately no player 
to-day has such an asset. 

At present France la of the opinion 
that If she meets England she should 
easily win the doubles but America 
would be an impossible task. They 
admit that ln velocity and strength 
of service the Americana are very su¬ 
perior and would thus press Cochet- 
Brugnon from reaching the forecourt 
to show their volleying skill whereas 
the English posses* none of these 
points.

There may be daya when sweaters 
necessary but often children know 
ter than mothers when they are 
arm enough without them. It Isn't 
>e date or the day that la lo be con- 
dered. but the temperature and the 
dividual child. 

Perhaps the child who la hardest to 
ress is the Infant. We're so fearful 
at he'll grow cold and he Isn’t as able 
the runabout to express his opinion 
hemently. And his mother, who ia 
heeling a heavy carriage or cart, may 
ell be a poor one to decide whether 
*r not the day la warm. She. like the 
ctlve child, Is probably burdensd by 
he warmth of her olothes. 

It behooves mothers to keep an eye 


I on the thermometer. If it's an accurate 
one. it can't lie. The weather may 
seem and look warm, but If the ther- 
I mometer ia below sixty-eight, we may 
! consider that the baby and small child 
under five need wraps. If it ia be¬ 
tween seventy and aevcnty-two degrees. 
It should be warm enough for them to 
be dressed exactly as they would in the 
house. That la the regulation tempera¬ 
ture indoors for a child, and B suit- 
sbla to light underwear, thin dresses, 
and no wraps. 

If the baby U very, very new. he 
should wear stockings, a cotton shirt, 
a thin, part-wool band, petticoat, dress, 
boat, and hood. Because of their small 
body surfaces, babies chill very easily 
They should never be clothed to the 
point of perspiration as that only en- 
courages colds, but they should not 
be sent out with inadequate protec¬ 
tion against winds or tempei stores of 
a spring sharpness. 

GIVE CHILD CREDIT 
The thin and spindly child will. in | 
the main, always need more clothes 
than ons more comfortably padded with 
fat. Keep a sweater handy for the! 
child to snatch up when chills begin i 
racing up and down his spine 
j The child of school age la usually I 
sensible enough to know when he la 
cold. Mothers often overdress their j 
children during these In-between sea-| 
sons, and so colds run riot. A burden 
of woolens which results In a damp' 
skin, upon which the cool wind blows. I 
la even more productive of a runny nose j 
than fewer garments in which the 
child Is comfortable without perspiring ' 
Let the child decide the question of 
clothes. Let the mother refuse to die-, 
tate. but say. “Look at the thermom¬ 
eter. If it's below sixty-eight, it means j 
you need a sweater." The child won't 
rebel at that auggestlon.

He turned 
the current of English literature from Individual¬ 
ism to consideration of social welfare " He warned 
hia day and generation against plnntng their 
faith to machinery and standardization, against 
the looseness and ineffectiveness of democracy and 
laiasez fairs, and urged at all times the importance 
of the sense of duty and of moral responsibility. 
While this new biographer does not say so In so 
many words. I Imagine that Just as Carlyle said to 
hia generation. "Close thy Byron: open thy 
Goethe.” he would say to the young and old Scots 
of to-day, "Close thy Burns; open thy Carlyle." 

HOMES AND HAUNTS OF CARLYLE 

This biography, written by a Columbia profes¬ 
sor. is the first short, authoritative life of Carlyle 
in forty years. It is the product of prodigious 
toll. To prepare himself for his task. Professor 
Neff visited all the place# In Scotland and Eng¬ 
land c on nec te d with his subject, such as Eccle- 
fechan. where Carlyle was born in 1796. and Main- 
hill farm in the district where he was raised; 
Annan, where he attended school. Kirkcaldy, 
where he taught In the academy: Haddington, 
where he courted Jane Welsh: Craigenputtock. 
the Oalloway sheep farm, where Thomas and Jane 
managed to live comfortably on less than £ 100 a 
year and where he wrote "Sartor Rssartus." and 
the house in Chelsea, then a suburb of London, 
where the Carlyles settled in 6 Orest Cheyne 
Row. in June. 1833. and where they remained for

But interesting aa are the comments on social 
history in this volume in relation to Carlyle'a 
works. I must not neglect to say a word or two 
about some of the literary giants we meet In these 
pages. A charming account le given of Emerson's 
visit to the Carlyles at Craigenputtock In 1832. 
Writing of hia host and hostess, the young Ameri¬ 
can aald. "Truth and peace and faith dwell with 
them atid beautify them I never saw more 
amtablenese than In his countenance ” Professor 
Neff refers to the wonderful talk that day and 
continues, "Carlyle always remembered Emenon's 
departure: *1 saw him go up the hill. I didn't go 
with him to see him descend. I preferred to 
watch him mount and vanish like an angel-’ It 
was immensely consoling that work rejected in 
Edinburgh was reaching pure spirits across the 
Atlantic. Emetaon. in Liverpool, waiting to sail 
to Boston, summarised in his Journal the results 
of his European tour.

Professor Neff haa not only visited the homes 
and haunts of Carlyle, but he has carefully ex¬ 
plored every nook and cranny of the life of this 
writer, describing with sufficient but not tiresome 
detail his long courtship of vivacious Jane, flower 
of Haddington, and thslr married life, which he 
convinces us was far happier than previous bi¬ 
ographers represent. They found happiness even

HE WALKED 100 MILE* TO COLLEGE 

We are also glad to find In this new biographv 
that Carlyle's poverty has been much exaggerated 
by previous writers. He had a struggle to obtain 
* university education in Edinburgh, but the old 
yarn that while at college he lived altogether on 
porridge and potatoes belongs to the region of 
myth. He walked to Edinburgh, a distance of 
100 miles, shared a room with two other students 
In a quarter of the city Inhabited by artisans and 
small tradespeople, sent hia clothing home to be 
washed and mended, and by the carrier's cart re¬ 
ceived every two weeks eggs, oatmeal, potatoes »nd 
other eatables from hia father's farm Never 
luxuriously dressed. Carlyle was always decentlv 
clad, and was Just about as well otf as the ma¬ 
jority of the 1.600 students from humble Scottish 
homes. And after he graduated, the youthful 
Thomas found almost constant employment as a 
teacher. And after he gave up teaching, having 
in the meintims turned his back upon the minis¬ 
terial profession in favor of authorship, he was 
successful in obtaining a commission to write 
short biographies for ths ‘Edinburgh Encyclo¬ 
pedia" Hack work of this sort and private tutor¬ 
ing of students in mathematics yielded a bars 
living for two years, but he sold an article on 
Ooethe's "Faust” to The New Edinburgh Review 
for 8300. a large amount for a young author to 
obtain In 1822, when Carlyle was twenty-seven, 
a splendid stroke of luck was his appointment at 
a salary of $2,600 a year (computed in our money i.

"We arrive at the inevitable conclusion that 
the final step In the taming of the machine still 
remains to be achieved The final step meafls the 
integration of the machine In the whole process 
of culture, instead of the submission of civilisa¬ 
tion to purely mechanical domination. 

"Let ua master the machine aa the Instrument 
for the creation of new leisure. In *o doing w* 
are recreating our social values. We are establish¬ 
ing an end toward which It is desirable to work, 
providing, of course, that we may utilize that 
leisure aa a method of educating and developing 
the race, as a path, in brier, to artistic creation 
and esthetic enjoyment. If the machine can be

Some new light is thrown by Professor Nell on 
Carlyle's intimate friendship with Johu Stuart 
Mill, and we are s upp li ed with an amplified ver¬ 
sion of the famous catastrophe, the burning o t 
the manuscript of the first volume of "The French 
Revolution." Mill had borrowed the manuscript 
and his maid had mistaken it for waste paper 
and had burned It. except for some four tattered 
leaves. As Carlyle had no second copy, this was 
a terrible wiping out of long months of study and 
composition. At this time. February. 1835. Mill 
was very much in love with a Mrs John Taylor, 
another man's wife. The Carlyles were afraid that 
fn tits infatuation for this woman the philosopher 
would elope with her and go to live abroad. "As 
the Carlyles were sitting at tea on March 6. they 
heard Mill's characteristic short rap at the door 
Jane opened to rind him 'unresponsive, pale, the 
very picture of despair, half-articulately gasping 
that she must go down and speak to ‘Mrs Taylor ' 
One thought rushed through the minds of both 
Carlyles—They are eloping.' Jane hurried outside 
to the cab containing Mrs. Taylor, while Thomas 
led Mill to a chair and waited with sympathetic 
inquiring looks until the explanation came out 
after 'considerable additional gasping ‘ ” The story 
was about the burning of the precious manuscript. 
Professor Neff says that Carlyle at first felt a 
curious relief that Mill ha# not eloped with Mrs. 
Taylor The latter left shortly afterwards, but 
Mill v. ss thoughtless enough to inflict himself 
upon the Carlyles until nearly midnight. When 
at last he left them. Jane threw her arms around 
her husband. "She was very good to me." wrote 
Carlyle in his Jemma!." and the thing did not 
beat us.

Innumerable crevices 
are thus opened for th# accumulation of soil and 
moisture, and In these plants root themselves 
with case Thus the cliff*, where they have been 
left to Nature and not broken off by blasting, are 
covered with exquisite mo s s e s and bung with 
ferns, while fawn-Ulkes, trlllluma. beuchevaa, 
violets and other flowering plants appear in their 
season It Is. however, chiefly to the ferhs and 
mosses thst the valley owes Its peculiar grace, 
and before the public had carried out practically 
Its belief thst "a maidenhead fern in the band 
la. worth any one or more on the cliff" that love¬ 
liest-of our ferns was abundant in the valley. It 
is. in fact, one of the tragedies of the lower Gold- 
etream that so many plants that once flotirlfhed 
abundantly there are now unknown or at any rate 
scarcely ever to be seen. 

THE MOUNTAIN’S NAME 

One touch of the old day* ttill remains; the

Mount Flnlayaon’s cliffs are best attacked from 
the southwest corner, where by following a steep 
trail and surmounting a spur of Mount Skirt a 
littis mountain stream Is crossed and the woods 
of Flnlayaon are entered. It la not a dense forest, 
nor Is th« undergrowth troublesome. 8ome huge 
Douglas firs are passed; once we go between a 
noble pair of twins probably 400 years old. For 
’ the most pan the thickets are composed of spiraea 
and hazel, with soma wood rose Of the hasel’i 
last year s crop traces are found occasio na lly in 
nut* broken by the teeth of squirrels. For this 
la a favorite haunt of tha Douglas squirrel, who la 
often seen but still more often missed, as he alts 
with up-turnsd tall on a branch or rests on some 
mossy trunk watching with alert eye the tres¬ 
passer in hls own peculiar domains. Those we 
saw on Saturday were peculiarly quiet. Indulging 
in hone of that loud chattering which ao fre¬ 
quently alone betrays their presence. 

Atlength the woods are left behind and steep 
grassy slopes follow Here the purple satin- 
flower and the peacock are in bloom, while among 
the heaps of broken rock various ferns are already 
rich tn the pale green of fresh fronds. Common is 
the sword fern, but nearly as much ao are i tha 
gold-fern and the bladder-fern, which are to be 
seen nestling under ledge* of atone or safely 
tucked away among groups of angular blocks 
from tha cliffs above. If you are fortunate you 
may find, as w» did, the beautiful maidenhair 
spleen wort and the rock woodsla. both of which 
are r e ck oned among our rarer ferns. Than, too, 
there are to be met with occasionally clumps of 
that fern of romantic name, the cliff-break or 
Indlan’e-dream 

Above the greasy slopes and the detached 
maaaa* of rock rise the cliffs. At no season of tha 


year are they quite so delightful and full of In¬ 
terest to the. plant lover as .in Lha spring. The 
moisture of the winter rains still abides In plenti- 
fulneas In the catchment basins of the rocks and 
keeps the perpendicular walls' drlpplngly wet In 
many places. Under such conditions not only do 
the mosses and liverworts flourish, but all the 
various flowering annuals get an excellent start in 
life. Late ae the season is the crevices and rifts 
arc brightly colored with blue collinsia and golden 
chick weed mlmulus. each flower of the latter with 
lta' conspicuously, spotted lip. The ruddy saxi¬ 
frage. a lover of such places, Is here, and above 
Its rosette of prettily-toothed leaves rlae the flat 
heads of white flower* with their dark red pistils 
and filaments. This red Is found also carefully 
concealed on the underside of the leaves, a com¬ 
mon thing in many plants, especially of wet 
situations. In the larger rlfu of the rock where 
the edit now makes a ser «-bed a foot or more in 
width there are other flowers of a larger growth 
already preparing with vigorous leaf development 
for later blossoming, and here, a# occasionally in 
the smaller spaces the large mlmulus, Langsdorfs. 
la alrsady displaying tha flowers that by their odd 
shape or obvious relationships have won them the 
name of "wild snapdragon" as well as that of 
"monkey-flower." There 1s still a third mlmulus 
on the cliffs, intermediate In slae between the 
chlckweed one and Langsdorfs; it to botanlcaUy 
known as tbs largs-noasd mlmulus. but as a mat¬ 
ter of fact it to a vary charming flower with 
prettily spotted Up and calyx. And then among 
all these we find the valerianella with Its pink 
buds just ready to open, and we realize what 
tha cliffs wUl look Uke then. 

Perhaps the most Interesting sight we saw. 
however, waa a bush of manaanita with the bright, 
rosy vase-like flowers ao common among the 
heaths and heathers. It waa a pretty object In 
Itself, but what made it still %more noteworthy 
was the presence of Innumerable bees and files, 
all in active search for the nectar bidden'In the 
little inverted vases. The acene waa an active one. 
as aU the varied Insect life kept In constant mo¬ 
tion on the exterior of the blossoming hemisphere. 
Orest black and gold bumble-bees, and others of 
black and red. stumbled in and out. while all 
about them files, green, blue, purple, black, smooth 
and hairy, with legs of various colors, dashed from 
flower to flower with greedy impatience. One or 
two wild honey-bees were also in the motley com¬ 
pany. 

LIFE OF THE DRIPPING ROCKS 

In regarding the beauties of the flowering 
plants we cannot overlook the fact that these 
by no means exhaust the plant Intar s et - of tha 
cliffs. I have already told of the dripping water 


that makes the rock faces a fitting home foe 
m ose rs and liverworts, and flowering annuals. 
But look at this wall of rock down which a 
trickling sheet of water passes between margins 
of flowering and non-flowering plants Notice 
that below the water la a rippled covering lesa 
than a sixteenth of an inch thick and of a red¬ 
dish color This is one of the meadows of micro¬ 
scopic plants which we commonly overlook. It la 
quit* impossible to see Its Inhabitants even with 
the aid ‘of the pocket magnifying-glass; so a littla 
is put in an empty match-box and taken home for 
closer examination. And now I must ask my 
readers to pass from the cliff# of Mount Flnlayaon 
to tha eye-piece of the mleroecope as l look down 
at a portion of this wet red carpet and lta In¬ 
habitants. I think the first thing that strikes 
one Is the great variety of life-forms, and tha 
next the great beauty of them all The carpet 
Itself consists of vast numbers of slender threads 
cloaaly woven together and In places issuing from 
the carpet as bundles. These threads, so slander 
thst. although they are magnified between 900 
and 300 times, they are etlll more alender than 
the finest needle, are plants as real as the mim- 
ulue and manaanita with their conspicuous 
flowers, and you can see by close observation the 
coldrmg matter of their cells. Here are golden 
transparent bags flUed with necklaces of nostoe. 
beautiful aa anything prepared for kings' daugh¬ 
ters. Score* of lovely desmlds. some like emerald 
brooches set with pearls come into view, and aa 
you watch them all the stages of reproduction by 
division pass before your eye. Diatoms like ex- 
qulsitaly carved crystals are here, and globes filled, 
some with green cells, others with blue, and still 
other* with golden brown. So fascinating to th# 
sight of these wonders of the little that you will 
easily spend more hours over them than would 
take you to the summit of Mount Flnlayaon and 
back, and return to their study with increasing 
Interest. 

And now just before we turn our steps down¬ 
ward from th# crags and cliffs to the forest belt 
we catch a glimpse of the rarest of our ferns, tha 
little lace-fern, high up and Inaccessible, squeezed 
Into a crevice from which you may be sura ita 
removal to Impossible. With this snapshot of lta 
grey-green frond on the film of memory we can 
aay good-by to th# great dome of rock and return 
to the highway. As we descend the varied 
thrushes are calling in tha woods and once we 
catch a glimpse of a flock ahead. Tha wren* are 
singing with a note that seems bold and defiant 
after the gentle, friendly call the traveler bears in 
winter How can ao small a throat utter so full a 
song without bursting? It to s delightful melody 
wttb all the rushing freedom of the skylark's.

RIVER AND CLIFF 

Once upon a time a pack trail ran from Gold¬ 
smith across the side of Mount Skirt to 
Mount Flnlayaon. It can be still traced where it 
left the Ooldstream road a hundred yard* or so 
asst of the hotel and may perhaps still be followed 
to the Island Highway, but beyond that it was 
hard to ftnd even a dozen years ago. In place of 
It we now taka the road that rutia down the 
hundredrfoot bank—where once a narrow path led 
to tha old bridge-and goes winding round tha 
curve* of the notoy stream sa it goes merrily along 
over its rough, pebbly bottom. The actual level 
of the river to reached at a vary pretty spot where 
the high-power line comes down over a rocky 
elevation. 

Along th* road the slaty rocks of the Leech 
River formation crop out. all on edge and with 
their surfaces, where they appear, either lustrously 
black or pearly trey. These are the rocks from 
which tha gold of Leech River and Ooldstream is 
derived, and occasionally aa you ramble up the 
river or even as you walk this portion of the road, 
you may come across th* prospect holes of 
searchers after the mother lode Quite a large 
one can be seen about six feet above the road on 
the east side aa you approach the Island Highway. 


J^EFORE the motor car had established Itself as 
, tha conveyance of democracy the cittoens of 
Victoria favored above all other nearby places tbe 
pleasant valley of the Ooldstream as a holiday 
retort. Every Sunday and moat holidays from 
spring to fall the train carried scores of people 
thither, and others came In buggy or on bicycle. 
For several years at that time 1 used frequently 
to go out on Monday morning, and I remember 
how the trail of the many picnickers was every¬ 
where, and particularly how, early in the summer, 
tha littla glade above the bridge waa marked with 
heaps of flowers gathered by children the day 
before and toft after the craving for collection 
was over. Fortunately most of tbe flowers be¬ 
longed to tha wild bleeding-heart, which to not 
only very common throughout the valley, but to 
one of the moet difficult of plants to eradicate 
because of ita prolific propagation by vigorous 
rootstocks* 


I regret that in the wide range afforded by the 
motor car Ooldstream and the littla station on 
the hill are almost forgotten. The roadside trees 
have ao grown untrimmed that they obscure the 
long straight view serosa tha flat below. And the 
old-fashioned hotel has gone, with Its hospitality 
that provided th# traveler with a meal at any 
hour, and to replaced by a modern “beer parlor," 
very trim and box-Uke. more suitable for a city 
•treet than this quiet woodland spot among th* 
hills. The old things must go In in ever-chang¬ 
ing world, but with all our education In taste and 
beauty ^ seem to find it hard to harmonize our 
works with Nature aa men once did.

Th* hotel site, marked now by the old band¬ 
stand of many a merry hour, stands in a lovely 
apot. The hills rise north, west and south, to 


Where the road rises towards the Highway bold 
cliffs rise perpendicularly at th* elbow there made. 
They are of tbe same Leech River rocks, but If 
you take careful note—I am supposing you to be 
Interacted in such things—you will see a little 
further on a change In tha character of the rock. 
It still preserves lu vertical position knd thin 
layer*, but Instead of the lustre and gleam we now 
have grayish and greenish rocks with a rougher 
texture Indeed, you may with a little more car* 
find the actual line of difference between the two 
These rocks are tha Malahat volcanic*, as Clapp 
calls them, and they are vary largely composed of 
volcanic ashes. From this point they are th# 
rocks of tha Ooldstream valley cliffs. 

Th# peculiar charm of this part of the Gold- 
•tream's course to due to tbe character of the 
rocks that bound It and through which It has cut 
ita gorge. It to true that tha river here cuts across 
the grain of th* rocks, whereas In Its upper course 
west of the railway crossing. It follows the strike 
or grain, but the vary beveling of lta bad has led 
to the fine cliffs which here and there jug 
out and compel a deviation from Its normal direc¬ 
tion But etlll more to the valley's beauty de¬ 
pendant on tha soft and easily broken and pane- 


The hills rlae north, west and south, to 
heights of 1.000 to 1.500 feet, forest-clad, yet not 
ao much so as to be inaccessible. Some, like Qold- 
stream Hill, haw* open grassy slopes, fast disap¬ 
pearing. however, before the devastating broom. 
Others have, half concealed* by the firs that creep 
up. one behind the other, grey walls of rock, and 
here and there can be seen the reddish refuse 
htapa of old mineral prospects. And then, unseen

L ONDON—April 2 was a recipetter day in the “Red history*’ of Russia. It is the tenth anni¬ 
versary of the election of Joseph 8talin as general aeeretary o£ the Communist Party. The 
celebration is of interuational significance for three reasons. 

First, Stalin is by all odds the most powerful dictator in the world to-ilay—in fact, the 
most powerful the world has seen in recent times. The anniversary also finds him deeply en¬ 
trenched and more powerful than ever. 

Second, the man Stalin himself, who is one of the most fascinating and interesting figures in 
history. j 

Third—aud perh*pt the most important one—it marks the near completion of the so-called 
five-year plan. The anniversary also creates speculation as to the sueeess of this plan. 


A S TO STALIN, he still rule* Russia 
with an iron claap despite the, 
claim of his former colleague and ■ 
present bitter foe. Leon Trotaky. that! 
Stalin'* rule at Mosoow la crumbling • 
The exiled Trotaky. from ' hla Island 
retreat at Prlnklpo. Turkey. In a recent 
statement said StaUn * action In mak¬ 
ing his exile perpetual waa a confes¬ 
sion that hla power waa waning. 

Trotaky believe* hla Ideas, which are 
barred but manage to be smuggled Into 
Russia, are gaining and are doing much' 
to weaken the personal position of the 
party secretary.

H« no sooner got 
started on his lnvestlgstlon ln 1916 
than the war Intervened. Dr. Millikan 
became a member of the scientific 
corps of the army. Seven years more 
passed. In 1922, Dr. Millikan, with 
I. 8. Brown, sent up captive balloons 
at Kelly Field, near San Antonio, 
Texas. Each one of thene carried a 
specially constructed recording ma¬ 
chine. It wm a marvel of ingenuity. 
Although It held 300 cubic centimeters 
of air at 150 pounds pressure, a ba¬ 
rometer. thermometer, electroscope, 
three sets of motion-picture films and 
driving mechanism, it weighed only 
seven ounces. 

This appartus ascended to a height 


i of almost ten miles, above nine-tentba 
: of the earth’s atmosphere. The 
mysterious force* at work were stronger 
than ever. Could these be gamma 
rnya of radium aft©* all? Millikan 
answered with an emphatic "No." The 
power of these gamma ray* to pene¬ 
trate sir wm by that time known. 
They are greatly weakened after pass¬ 
ing a relatively thin layer of air. Whera 
the air is very rare, their power should 
increase at a much greater rate than 
the results of the experiment showed. 
Henoe Dr. Millikan reached two con¬ 
clusions of unusual importance—these 
rays are much stronger than gamma 
rays, and they come frtftn the stars 
ln outer space.

OIR ERNEST RUTHERFORD, who 
l 1 ^ wm then working ln Canada, and 
Dr J. C. McLennan of the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto, became interested in 
the riddle.

Hess contended that there 
wm only one conclusion to be drawn 
from these observations: Somewhere 
from other space come rays that flood 


were still more penetrating. But rays 
even more piercing than these in outer 
space? The theory seemed to them a 
little preposterous. Among the seep-1 
tics wm Professor Millikan, who Is 
now credited with the discovery of 
cosmic rays, and who hM dons more 
than any one else to throw light on 
this great mystery of cosmic radiation.
